A CHALLENGE TO LEGISLATORS 


Millions of Americans are dissatisfied with their 
legislatures and their legislation. 
_ They say that our enactments are unconsidered, in- 
considerate, and unscientific, and that we are pass- 
ing too many laws. 

They consider our procedure expensive, cumbersome, 
lacking in perspective, and susceptible to lobbies. 

They criticize our failure to pass uniform laws con- 
cerning many subjects, and our entire lack of inter- 
state co-operation. 

This situation constitutes a challenge to every 
thinking legislator. y 

The thoughtful citizen is entitled to expect that 
the legislator will, at the outset, make a painstaking 
study of the established principles of legislative 
efficiency, and will seek to comprehend the non-polit- 
ical principles of administrative efficiency: of 


budgets, officials, employees, boards, bureaus, commis- 
sions, departments, courts--of institutions for depen- 
dents, defectives and delinquents, for education, 
research and medical care. 

The citizen is justified in feeling that the legis- 
lator should not be indifferent to the experience of 
other legislatures: their researches, mistakes, and 
progressive measures--and that he should not pass im- 
portant laws until he has secured the best advice 
available in the United States. 

Meanwhile, there are two replies to this challenge: 

1. The maintenance, in many states, of continuing 
legislative bureaus to propose and draft bills--incluc- 
ing bills to repeal, reconcile, and condense existing 
laws. 

2. The organization of the American Legislators’ 
Association to bring information to the individual leg- 
islator, to promote uniform laws, and to establish a 
line of communication between specialists and legisla- 
tors-=-between those who know best what the laws should 
be and those who decide what the laws are. — 


The legislator is entitled to: (1) A term of actual 
service long enough to permit him to learn the ropes 
and to justify him in running for office. (2) Compen- 
sation exceeding the amount which it costs him to serve. 
(3) Governmental assistance in the maintenance of state 
legislative bureaus and in the maintenance of this 
national organization. 

All this is not a mere matter of words. A haphazard 
and chaotic legislative condition has been acquiring 
momentum for 150 years. Destructive criticism is futile. 

The American Legislators’ Association offers possi- 
bilities which challenge the best in each of the eight 
thousand legislators now in office: loyalty to State 
and interest in Nation--willingness to give and capacity 
to receive. It is correct in theory. It does not con- 
cern legislators alone. It merits the active support 
of every thoughtful American.

Election Returns 

On March 19 the polls closed for the election of State 
Councils. It took three tellers three days to open and 
count the legislators’ ballots, all of which had been re- 
turned by mail. By these ballots the lower house of the 
Legislature in each of the United States elected, from 
among its nominees, four State Council Members, and 
the upper house elected three. This issue of The Legis- 
lator is the official announcement of the returns: the 
names of those elected as State Councilors appear on 
the last page. 


Executive Councilors Elected 


The Senator who received the highest vote id each 
State was thus elected as the Chairman of the State 
Council, which position carries with it the title of Vice- 
President of the American Legislators’ Association. 
Stmilarly, the highest Representative in each State was 
eleeted the Secretary of the State Council. The name 
of the Chairman and of the Secretary elected by their 
colleagues in each Legislature are announced by the 
publication of their names as Executive Councilors on 
the front page of this tssue of The Legislator. 


General Assembly 


Each Executive Councilor is a member of the Associa- 
tiom’s General Assembly. They—or their substitutes— 
will pass upon the proposals for Uniform State Laws 
which are to come before the Association this year. 
Any bill which receives their endorsement wil! be intro- 
duced in the Legislature of every State in the Union at 
its next session. 


Directors and Officers 


The members of the General Assembly will elect a 
Board of Directors of twenty-five from among their 
own number. To this Board will pass the direction of 
this Association, and the Association's officers wiil be 
elected by it. Thus the organization will acquire a 
reputable President, a responsible Secretary-Treasurer, ° 
and an authoritative Editor. 


Standing Committees 

The titles of the twelve Standing Committees with 
which this Association will “set up business,” were an- 
nounced a month ago. Each of these Committees will 
have one member from each branch of each Legis 
lature. The Chairman in each State will shortly ap- 
point one of his fellow Senators upon each Commit- 
tee, and the Secretary will appoint one Representative 
upon each. If you are interested in serving upon any 
one of these Committees, this is the proper time to com- 
municate that fact to the Executive Councilor for your 
branch of the Legislature. It will be assumed that the 
Sustaining Members of the Association will be more 
interested and more active Committee Members than 
legislators who have not been sufficiently enthusiastic 
to become Susta!'ning Members. Each Executive Coun- 
cilor will be urged to make appointments which are 
strictly non-political. And this opportunity is taken to 
urge every legislator in the United States to lash his 
politics in the offing when he participates in any way 
in the affairs of this organization. 


Advisory Councils 


Each Committee is to have about thirty Advisors of 
national standing. Last month a list was published con- 
taining names selected from those suggested for Ad 
visory Boards. Asa result, many additional suggestions 
have been received. As may be imagined, the study of 
these proposals is no smal! task. Consequently, no in- 
vitations to serve upon Advisory Boards have as yet 
been issued, but a beginning will be made during April. 
The contact thus established between the Legislature 
of each state and these well-known experts cannot fail 
to be of great public value. 


Pennsylvania Passes a Resolution 


The House and Senate of the Pennsylvania Legiala- 
ture have passed a Concurrent Resolution to send Dele 
gates to the meeting of the American Legislators’ Asso- 
ciation in Denver next July. Is this an indication that 
Pennsylvania's law-makers, who are the best-paid state 
legislators in this country, are also among the most 
enterprising? The speaker of the House and the Presi- 
dent of the Senate will, each appoint three Delegates; 
the names of these appointees will be published in the 
May Legislator. 


The Legislator Presents 


Mr. Hewitt, librarian of the Law Association of 
Philadelphia, is a recognized and isfluentia!l authority 
in the fleld concerning which he writes in this issue of 
The Legislator. Every law-maker will be interested in 
this story of recurrent effort. 


The May rnumber will contain an article concerning 
some of the contributions of the Russell Sage Founda- 
tion to the science of legislation. 

Another early issue will contain a brief article by 
Ernest M. Smith, the executive head of The American 
Automobile Association, which will clarify the views of 
every legislator concerning the taxation and regulation 
of motor vehicles. 

A forthcoming article concerning a notable phase of 
the work of the Rockefeller Foundation will interest all 
intelligent legislators. 

We are also hoping for space to mention some note- 
worthy publications of The National Tax Association, 
the United States Bureau of Labor Statistics, and other 
authoritative groups, as well as some new books. such 
as Charles E. Merriam’s “New Aspects of Politics,” 
which will interest law-makers of the scholarly type 
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A Single Index to the Laws of all States 
And a Panorama of Indexes and Reviews.

On the tenth of last February Mr. Tucker introduced 
in Congress a bill which provides for the preparation 
of a biennial index to current State legislation. This 
bill proposes, in other words, that at the end of each 
two-year period, the Librarian of Congress shall prepare 
a single index covering the laws passed during the two 
years by all of the forty-cight States. 

The immediate petitioners for this index are The 
National Association of State Libraries and The Amer- 
ican Association of Law Libraries. These associations 
are pationa! bodies, and their desire represents oue felt 
throughout the country. 

The need bas long been ielt for a ready means wo an 
acquaintance with the recent laws of general interest. 
‘he American Bar Association gave expression to a 
sense of this need at its first meeting in 1877. 

In 1886, realizing the want for a convenient means of 
.equaintance with the legislation in the various States, 
Frederic C. Stimson published his digest of such laws 
wien Ib Loree, 

In 1890, the annual Summary and Index of this ua- 
ture by the New York State Library began, and it ¢on- 
tinued for nineteen years, or until the great fire at 
Albany forced its discontinuance. 

The State and the Law Libraries thereupon made ef- 
forts to procure such an index through other means. 

In 1915, there was begun the “Official Cumulative 
Index to State Legislation.” It was official in the sense 
that the information was derived from the respective 
State capitals. The expense proved too heavy for gen- 
eral subscription. Moreover, the World War obliged 
the publisher to restrict its work. 

Through the co-operation of the American Bar Asso- 
ciation and Columbia University, the American Bar 
Association Journal publishes frequent reviews of cur- 
rent legislation on particular topics. An annual review 
by Joseph P. Chamberlain, Esq., of the American Bar 
Association, has been made. This review is arranged 
by subjects, and is a contribution of great value in the 
study of legislation throughout the coumry. 

A number of law and political magazines publish par- 
tial reviews of legislation. 

There are indexes, too, along certain special lines 
published by various Departments of Government The 
Loose Leaf Index to Legislation was begun at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, rendering available the indexes to 
laws on subjects about which inquiry had been made at 
Ann Arbor. 

The legal directories present annual synopses on lead- 
ing subiects. 

A recent venturer into this field is the Legislative 
Compendium, a book privately published at Chicago. 

The foregoing history shows how widespread is the 
sense of the need of such an index. It is a matter of 
concern to many varied interests throughout the caun- 
try. At Washington and at each State Capital it will 
afford great assistance to the legislative bodies and to 
the departments. It will bring to the private citizen, 
to societies and to journals the means of comprehensive 
reviews. it will facilitate greatly the work of the legal 
adviser. 

The desire was felt many years ago, and the need is 
much stronger now, by reason of the more intimate re- 
lations existing between the different parts of the 
country. 

It is confidently believed that House Bill 9174 for the 


biennial indexing of the laws of the States—as well as. 


a companion bill which provides for the revision and 
printing of the Index to the Federal Statutes—will re- 
ceive the unqualified approval of Congress and of the 
President. 


Newspaper Opinion 


We now have on file a great number of articles con- 
cerning this Association, which have been clipped from 
newspapers in every section of the United States. We 
have yet to see from the press a disparaging comment 
regarding this organization. Most newspapers have 
been unqualified in their approval. From among the 
analytical opinions which have been published, we have 
selected, as typical of the most thoughtful expressions, 
the following editorial from The Miami News—only a 
portion of which is here reprinted: 

“There is much to be said in behalf of the recently 
formed association of lawmakers of the state and nation 
under the name of The American Legislators’ Associa- 
tion. Lack of uniformity of state laws, the surplus 
of unnecessary laws and the deficiency in legislation by 
states which leads to constant assault againt the fed- 
eral constitution so that more safeguards against states’ 
rights may be torn down, all point to a useful fleld for 
such an organization. , 

“It would require a large-sized volume merely to give 
a simple directory of all the self-constituted organiza- 
tions, some worthy and some otherwise, which have 
been set up at the national capital and in the several! 
state capitals for the purpose of telling legislators what 
they ought to do, and which in large measure are re- 
sponsible for the plethora of laws against which com- 
plaint is heard. The greater number of these organiza- 
tions have selfish ends to serve and frequently are able 
to gain attention by the weight of clamor built cleverly 
around what is made to appear as a principle in the 
public interest. Sometimes, by their very persistence, 
they secure legislation. Relatively, a very few do rep- 
resent the public interest, and their activities are 
necessary only because of the ignorance or deficiencies 
of legislative or administrative ofhcers. Why, then, is 
not a formal organization of legislators not only proper 
but worth while? 

“Care will be taken to guard The American Legis- 
lators’ Association against the efforts of propagagdists. 
It aims to supply independent and unbiased sources of 
information, to give each state the benefit of exper- 
ience in the other states. 

“Few men are particularly trained for legislation, nor 
is the professional legislator to be desired. There is 
needed, however, guidance in the preparation of bills 
and reliable information on which ta hase them; there 
is needed, alsa, uniformity of action aad elimination of 
the castly duplication which loads the statute books. 
A legislative organization, properly safeguarded, will be 
helpful.”
